Hog Notes. 

Never keep grain lying by fattening 
bogs.

A fattening hog needs fresh water 
[daily. 

Keep ashes and salt where the hogs 
can help themselves. 

Even with fattening hogs it is better 
to feed a variety. 

Improper feeding is one of the prin¬ 
cipal causes of hog cholera. 

Feed young brood sows so as to 
secure a good growth of bone and 
muscle. 

Keeping the quarters clean will 
lessen the liabilities to lice. 

The safest plan is to keep a record of 
every sow that is bred. 

Feed the brood sows slop stuff, bran 
and oil meal a few days before farrow¬ 
ing. 

Too close breeding lowers the vital¬ 
ity and with the breeding out of vital- 
i ity comes in disease. 

I Enough coarse bedding should be 
provided in the sleeping quarters to 
maintain cleanliness. 

There are few things that are more 
detrimental to the health of young pigs 
than a wet bed. 

If there is plenty of room, the young 
pigs will take their first taste of food 
from the trough alongside of their 
mothers. 


Reports from the gold mine recently 
discovered in Hawkins county, Ten¬ 
nessee, state that assays show $400 per 
ton, and that ore is in great abund¬ 
ance. 

The Dominion Government has been 
officially notified of the action of Japan 
in prohibiting any more than ten emi¬ 
grants to leave for Canada in one 
month or 120 in the year. 

A special dispatch from Shanghai 
says that the English mission station 
north of Ningpo has hken destroyed 
and twelve missionaries have been 
murdered. 

The Nicaraguan Government has re¬ 
considered its decision not to exhibit 
at the Pan-American Exposition, and 
commissioners will be appointed to 
r:p eaent Nicaragua. 

The directors of the St. Joseph and 
Grand Island Railway Company have 
declared a dividend of 1 per cent on its 
preferred stock, payable August 16th. 
This makes 3 per cent for the year, 
which is the same as last year. 

An order has been issued for the de¬ 
partment of the Columbia to select one 
company of the Seventh Infantry at 
Vancouver barracks. Wash., for station 
at Alcatraz island. Cal. 

This Government has arranged to 
provide the American soldiers now 
detailed in China's regular postal ser¬ 
vice such as was in operation during 
the Spanish war. Mails for troops in 
service in China as well as from there 
will be promptly forwarded.. 

The schooner Pretoria, the largest 
wooden boat ever built, was launched 
at Davidson’s shipyard, Michigan, one 
day last week. The Pretoria will carry 
6000 gross tons of iron ore, or 175,000 
bushels of wheat. She is 350 feet, long, 
45,1 b beam and 27 feet deep. 

The Treasury receipts in the Philip¬ 
pine islands during May, 1000, accord¬ 
ing to a statement by the division of 
customs and insofar affairs of the War 
Department were $7041,320. Of this 
amount, $628,384 was credited to cus¬ 
toms receipts, $S3„4>«6 to internal reve¬ 
nue receipts and $44,225 to miscella¬ 
neous receipts. 

The British Government is consider¬ 
ing the appointment of a royal commis¬ 
sion on the question of the future of 
the naval coal supply. This action is 
greatly due to tiie increasing production 
and cheapness of American coal and the 
diminishing supply of Welsh steam 
coal, with which war ships are furn¬ 
ished. 

The State Department has received 
word from William T. Fee, United 
States Consul at Bombay, India, re¬ 
porting the arrival at that port on 
June 25th of the steamship Quito, with 
5000 tons of corn, contributed by the 
people of America for the relief of the 
famine sufferers in India. The cargo 
was unloaded by the New York Chris¬ 
tian Herald Famine Relief Committee 
in India and lias been sent by railroad 
to the main centers of Central India 
and from there to small centers through¬ 
out the famine district, where it is 
doled out to the needy individuals by 
organizations under the control of the 
committee. 


ALLEGED APPEAL FOR HARMONY 

KaUrr William Said to Have Addressed 
a Note to Four Bis European Dowers. 

Berlin.—It is reported that Emperor 
William has written letters to Queen 
Victoria, Emperor Nicholas, Emperor 
Francis Joseph and King Humbert, 
making a strong appeal on behalf of 
the maintenance of the harmony among 
the powers against China, and dwell¬ 
ing strongly upon the solidarity of in¬ 
terests against the “yellow peril,” by 
which all are threatened. The Vor- 
waerts, which declares that the Kaiser 
is secretly preparing a much larger 
force for China, says that this is being 
brought about by a second appeal 
within the regiments composing the 
army tor volunteers to serve in the 
second China corps. 

The attitude of the United States is 
judged much more mildly by the For¬ 
eign Office than by the press generally. 
Discussing this question, a prominent 
Foreign Office official said: “I do not 
believe that the United States will 
take up an isolated position on the 
Chinese question, because it is evident 
that the Washington Government in 
principle agrees with the Eurojiean 
powers. Moreover, if $|ie United 
States were just, now to chose to go 
its own way, it would soon see disgree- 
able consequences resulting from such 
a course.” 

Regarding the alleged intention to 
begin the advance upon Peking within 
a week, the German Government has 
no information. Some new hope that 
the legationers are alive has sprung up 
hero, owing to several circumstances 
pointing that way, particularly the ar¬ 
rival of Baron von Ket.teler’« groom at 
Ten-tsin with tlte statement that the 
Europeans in Peking were alive on 
July Oth.

Evidence of Deception. 

Hongkong.—In order to test the Chi¬ 
nese assurance regarding the safety of 
the legations, the Italian Consui here 
requested the acting Viceroy of Canton 
to communicate with the Italian Min¬ 
ister, Marquis Falvago Reggi, and to 
obtain a reply from him concerning a 
matter known only to the Minister 
and the Consul. The acting Viceroy 
replied that it was impossible for him 
to accede to the request, as all messages 
.were received from Peking through the 
Movernor of Shantnng secretly. For 
[this reason he was compelled to refuse. 


Britain Spend Thirteen Million. In Two 
• Y«nri. 

London.—In introducing the Indian 
budget in the House of Commons, the 
Secretary of State for India, Lord 
George Hamilton, commended the 
patience, resignation, courtesy and ab¬ 
stention from crime with which the 
52,000,000 peoples in the stricken area 
have faced famine The latest 
reports front India, his lordship said, 
were anything but satisfactory. On 
the other hand, there were certain 
compensating advantages in the s^ape 
in which the revenue year closed. 
There was, he said, a substantial 
credit balance of £2,870,000, but the 
famine expenditure and remission of 
taxation would turn this into a deficit 
of 820,000. The Government proposed 
to apply the unexpended balance of 
3,000,000 of the former loan toward 
relief. This would, lie hoped, meet 
all demands. If the resources of India 
did not suffice to save the lives of the 
famine-stricken, then an appeal would 
be made to the imperial exchequer. 
In the last two years, Lord Hamilton 
said, £13,000,000 had been expended 
in famine relief. 


Rush Ammunition Order. 

Philadelphia.—Hurry orders were 
received by Major Heath, commanding 
the Government arsenal at Frankfort, 
a suburb of this city, to begin work at 
once on a large supply of 30-caliber re¬ 
volver cartridges and shrapnel. In ad¬ 
dition Major Heath was ordered to in¬ 
crease his working force from 500 to 
700, and to work the men from 7 a. m. 
to 5 p. m. Recently the arsenal re¬ 
sumed work after a temporary shut¬ 
down . 


America Secure# Tfcem for Nineteen 
Hundred and Four. 

Philadelphia.—Arrangements have 
been practically completed for bringing 
the Olympic games emblematic of the 
world’s championship to Franklin 
Field, the University of Pennsylvania’s 
athletic ground, in the summer of 1904. 

When plans for reviving these an¬ 
cient sports were decided upon it was 
ngreed to hold the first series at Athens 
in the old arena where the Greeks Itad 
contested for athletic supremacy cen¬ 
turies ago. It was there in 189(1 that 
Princeton and Harvard surprised the 
European world by the prowess of 
American athletes on track and field. 

It was agreed by the committee in 
charge that the sports should bo held 
every tour years*, that they should go 
to Paris in 1900; that England should 
have them in 1904 and America in 
1908. 

In some little correspondence the 
University of Pennsylvania athletic au¬ 
thorities had with the promoters of 
sports in England liefore Pennsylvania’s 
team Htarted abroad this year it was 
learned that the Britishers were not 
particularly desirous of having the 
games in 1904, and with a little diplo¬ 
macy they have been induced to give 
way to America. 

BATTLE-SHIP OREGON INTACT. 


Washington.—None of the protests 
reported to have been made in Alaska 
against the definition of the provisional 
boundary line have reached Washing¬ 
ton yet, and the impression prevails ill 
the 8tnte Department that the agita¬ 
tion on that subject is based upon a 
lack of knowledge of the exact nature 
of the agreement effected between the 
United States and Great Britain, by 
which a most, difficult and dangerous 
subject was removed from the current 
negotiations between the two countries. 

It ,is pointed out by State Depart¬ 
ment officials that this provisional 
boundary line, the running of which is 
said to have excited the American 
miners in the Porcupine region, is not 
iu any sense binding upon either party 
to the modus vivendi, except as a 
purely teni|K>rary scheme designed to 
prevent hostile conflicts Initween the 
miners and the police forces, through 
lack of knowledge as to their rights. 
The purpose of the arrangement as to 
that is fully disclosed by the inclusion 
in the modus vivendi of a provision in 
these terms: 

“It is understood as formally set 
forth in communications to the State 
Deportment of the United States that 
the citizens or subjects of either |>ower 
subject by tliie arrangement in the tem¬ 
porary jurisdiction of the other shall 
suffer no diminution of the rights and 
privileses which they now enjoy.” 

Every American miner whose claim 
lies on the wrong side of the boundary 
line now being drawn, is, according to 
the official view here, holding his 
«faim by quite as sound a tenure us 
he enjoyed before the provisional 
treaty was made. He has neither lost 
nor gained in strength of title by this 
arrangement; so he certainly has no 
cause for complaint, as we would have 
were the boundary line now being 
drawn a permanent one. The officials 
here, howoycr, are fully prepared to 
defend the temporary boundary, point- 
Ingvmt that so far from having ceded 
to ^Wtot Britain an inch of territory, 
Great Britain temporarily yielded to 
the United States fully nineteen-twen¬ 
tieths of the territory in dispute and 
suffered her shipping to he kept, ten 
miles from the !>oiindary line at the 
nearest point, notwithstanding the 


VALUATION OF CALIFORNIA. 

New Figure. Show a Cain of Seventeen 
Million*. 

Sacramento.—County Assessors’ re¬ 
turns have been received by the State 
Board of Equalization from all but four 
counties in the State, and granting to 
these counties an increased valuation 
proportionate to that in the rest of the 
State, the valuation of California this 
year is $1,132,661,702, exclusive of the 
valuation of railroad property in the 
State, which was last year $46,394,- 
275. This is an increase of $10,833,- 
332, exclusive of railroads, over ttie 
valuation given a year ago in the re 
ports of county auditors The audi¬ 
tors’ reimrts for this year will not be 
in until the last of August, but they 
will show only such changes as are 
made by the county hoards of equaliza¬ 
tion. It can bo stated as a certainty 
that California will show $17,000,000 
increase for the year, and possibly 
more. 

The counties which have not reported 
are ltutte, Shasta, Stanislaus and Trifi- 
ity, and their aggregate valuation last 
year was $3L,1H7,014, or practically 
one-thirty-sijnh of the wealth of the 
State. This year, of the fifty-four 
counties which have reported, only ten 
of them fail to show an increase over 
the auditor’s figures of a year ago. The 
counties are Amador, El Dorado, Mari¬ 
posa. Modoc, Placer, Plumas, San Ber¬ 
nardino, Santa Cruz, Tuolumne and 
Yolo. Santa Cruz and Yolo show the 
smallest decrease, $10,000 each, the 
former in a total of $10,000,000 and 
the latter in a total of $15,000,000. 
The greatest falling off is in Tuolumne 
county, which shows a decrease of 
$405,000 from a total of $6,012,000 a 
year ago. Mari|s>sa shows a falling 
off of $310,000 from $2,353,000 a year 
ago, and Amador a falling off of $220, 
000 from a total of $4,001,000 last 
year. In the ten counties the aggre¬ 
gate falling off is $1,419,000 from a 
total valuation last year of $68,500,- 
000 . 


May Be Temporarily Patched Up Jiml 
Sent Back to Chinese Water*. 

Washington.—The Navy Department 
has received the following cablegram 
from Captain Wilde, commander of the 
Oregon: 

“Kure.—Secretary of the Navy, 
Washington: Ship docked. Structural 
strength intact. “Wilde.” 

While the dispatch omits the techni¬ 
cal details of the injury received by the 
Oregon in running on n rock in the 
Gulf of Pechili, Captain Wilde is 
known to have supplied some of these 
details. They indicate that, although 
the structural strength of the great 
battle-sihp is still intact, her injuries 
were of an ugly character. None of 
the longitudinal frames were injured, 
hut the vessel’s bottom was badly torn 
and some of her pumping connections 
were broken. The main injury sus¬ 
tained was to compartment A, as it is 
technically known. 

Captain Wilde, in his cable message 
of several days ago, estimated that it 
would require a few weeks to make 
temporary repairs, and at least four 
months to complete permanent repairs. 
The Navy Department authorized Cap¬ 
tain Wilde to patch her up with tem¬ 
porary repairs in order that she might 
return to the Chinese coast for service. 

Seizure 1>y America Feared. 

Vancouver, B. C.—To avoid threat¬ 
ened seizure by the United States au¬ 
thorities for violating the American 
Treasury regulations in illegally land¬ 
ing freight at Nome last May, the own¬ 
ers of the Canadian steamer Alpha will 
keep the ship out of American waters. 
Although the owners claim that the 
libel against the Alpha was wrongfully 
levied, they have decided to put her in 
the Canadian coasting trade. She 
will keep carefully within the three- 
mile-limit._ 

Bis Purchase of Idaho Timber I.and. 

Marinette, Wis.—Governor Scofield, 
and the men asociated with him, 
known as the Scofield syndicate, have 
closed a deal for the pucrhaeeof 10,000 
acres of pine land in Idaho. With the 
exception of less than 2POO acres, it 
is all in one tract along the Clearwater 
river. The entire purchase will scale 
200,000,000 feet. The price paid is not 
known.

Murdererand Suicide In New Jersey Who 
Drew Lot to Kill Humbert. 

New York.—There can be no doubt 
that Italian anarchists caused Hum¬ 
bert’s death. As recently as July 17th 
Carboni Sperundio wrote the fact in an 
open letter which he pinned to his coat 
before committing suicide in 1’atterson 
N. J. He had been drawn by lot to 
kill King Humbert, hut being too far 
away had slain a brutal Italian fore¬ 
man instead and then tal^cn his own 
life. The number he drew was 68. 

The letter read: “This is not of my 
bidding, but the good and brave society 
that wills it. On February 2d, in 
Italy, was my lot, and my order to kill 
the King.

Raqueetilng Colonlra. 

When the honey and swarming sea¬ 
son is past, we should requeen all col¬ 
onies that do not contain first-class 
queens. It is a grave mistake to go 
into the winter with defective queens, 
for it means that we go into the next, 
season’s work with the same queens. 

If we do not wish to rear our own 
queens, there are plenty of breeders of 
lucens elsewhere, and we can purchase 
them so cheaply at this season of the 
year that it is well worth the time anti 
expense to thus head every colony of 
bees iu our apiary with the best of 
queens. It is also of much import¬ 
ance to get new blood in the apairy* 
and an introduction of first-class stock 
of new blood is the means of nuich> 
good in keeping up the fast qualities- 
in our stock of bees. 

It is best to supersede all old queens 
with young ones of the present season's 
rearing, except it may be an exception¬ 
ally good queen that may be of value 
as a breeder. Perhaps nine-tenths of 
all the queens 3 years old are of but 
little value, and at least half the 
queens 2 years old are the same, and 
wo only get. the best results from young 
ones of one or two seasons. If you 
keep bees, do not have a colony that 
shows any impurtiy from the Italian 
variety in the way of black or hybrid 
stock, hut destory such a queen on 
sight, and introduce a pure Italian 
queen in her place. No one wants 
black bees or any mixture from their- 
source, but there are yet a good many 
black bees in the country, enough to- 
occasionally make a mixture of our 
present stock in almost every locality* 
hut. we can keep weeding them out, 
and suffer but little from their depre¬ 
dations. 

Requeening may be done any time 
during the late summer and autumn 
months, hut it is preferable to do it 
] just after the honey season is past, and 
the bees have quit swarming, as then 
every colony has settled down to re¬ 
main the same throughout the yeur and 
no change will be made after we have 
done the work of requeening.

EUROPE NEEDS GOLD. 

Heavy Drain Cuu»e<l l>y the War In 
China. 

London.—With the shipment of men 
to China comes the need of money. 
European nations must have more gold. 

“It will become necessary,” says the 
Statist, “to raise the value of money in 
London to a point where gold will he 
attracted from the United States, and, 
unless the Bank of England affords 
facilities to import, the rate will have 
to rise to a comparatively high figure 
before gold arrives. On the other 
hand, if the bank is willing to give 
facilities, early imports of gold from 
the United States may occur. The ar¬ 
rival of two or three millions of gold 
from New York would greatly facilitate 
the issue of British and other govern¬ 
ment loans. That the United States 
can spare a considerable amount of gold 
is certain.”

In a Mexican household the arrange*- 
meut of furniture is apt to be 1’ormoL 
lt is a common sight to see a splendidly 
furnished purlor with a row of utmight- 
backed chair* ull alike with their back* 
against the wall and as close together 
as they can be placed clear around tbe 
room. Heavy single doors, such us are 
used In tlie United States, ure practi¬ 
cally unknown In Mexican houses 
either at entrances or between interior 
rooms. All doors open iu tbe middle 
und are fastened with bolts top anil 
bottom. Exterior doors are always 
fitted with glass puucls, for they ulso 
serve as windows. All such doors 
opening on the street or open court are 
fitted with solid shutters Hint are fold 
ed at tlie sides out of sight when not in 
use. A great deal of responsibility rests 
on the Mexican cook. 81k* is given so 
much money a day, nnd with this 
amount she will purchase each morn¬ 
ing all the provisions for the day, In¬ 
cluding even the staples that are usu¬ 
ally bought in large quantities In other 
countries. On n dollar a (lay a cook 
will provide a very good tnlile for a 
family of three or four, nnd get enough 
beans and tortillas and chile to set the 
servants’ table besides. They can really 
do better than their mistresses, because 
they can usually drive sharper bargains, 
with tlie market men of their own class, 
nnd they have more patience to haggle 
over the last penny.

THE SOLDIER’S PAROLE. 

What la Meant hr It and Mow It la 
Arranged. 

Parole, it must be understood. Is a 
purely voluntary compact. The captor 
Is not obliged to offer to parole his 
prisoner, and the prisoner Is not oblig¬ 
ed and cannot be compelled to give hla 
parole. 

If be does so. be will probably be re¬ 
leased on pledging his word not to 
serve during the existing war. If he 
refuses, he will remain captive until 
the war Is over or until he can make 
his escape. 

The usual parole pledge extends only 
to active service against tbe enemy. 
A prisoner released on parole Is not 
breaking his contract If be drills, re¬ 
cruits. quells civil commotions or fights 
other enemies. * 

A soldier taken prisoner has no au¬ 
thority to pledge himself never to serve 
against a particular enemy. He can¬ 
not throw off thus lightly tbe duty he
